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This is a decision on the petition, filed 17 October, 2005, to revive the instant nonprovisional 
application under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(f).

The petition is GRANTED . 



Petitioner states that the instant nonprovisional application is the subject of an application filed in 
a foreign country or otherwise requiring publication on 3 August, 2005. Moreover, Petitioner 
submitted the instant petition (with recision request) 17 October, 2005, upon learning of the 
error.

§122(b)(2)(B)(iii) and 37 C.F.R. §1.213(c) is accepted as having been unintentionally delayed. 

The previous Request and Certification under 35 U.S.C. §122(b)(2)(B)(I) has been rescinded. A 
Notice Regarding Rescission of Nonpublication Request, which sets forth the projected 
publication date of 4 May, 2006, accompanies this decision.
